Asia, and is o fem ally of the British 
Government. In J8°6 he visited England, 
delegating tho exercise of tho powers dur- 
ing his absenco to his brother, the 
Prince Urkoo Abdulrabman. The govern- 
ment long maintained a flotills, in coujune- 
tion with our own, for the suppression of 
piracy in the narrow seat of their respective 
posscastons; and tho Tumongong’s father 
was prosented by the government of India 
with a sword, in acknowledgment of the 
'sarvices he had rendered in euppreasing 
‘piracy, In 1886-86 ho visited England 
again.]

THE TRADE OF FORMOSA. 

As tho island of Formosa will quickly pass 
into the hands of Japan (said the N.-0. 
Daily News a few days ogo), and will in 4 
very short time cease to be an integral part 
of the Chinese Empire, it will be interesting 
to call attention wo few facla conneoted 
with the island, and to review the trade of 
the open ports from particalars farnished by 
the Commissioners of Customs, as they ap- 

ear ia the Oustoms Trade Returns for 1894 
ately issued. 

Formosa, one of the largest islands in 
Asin, is separated from the mainland of 
China—the province of Fukien—by  chan- 
nel of abcut one handred miles io width, 
and cameinto thepenoeable possession of China 
a‘little more than three canturies ago, having 
been handed over to the Emperor by the des- 
cendants of the pirate chief Koxinga, who 
had driven out the Datoh after a short oc- 
cupation of the island by thom, ‘the four 
treaty ports that are open are virtually ‘two 
as regards foreign trade, for Kelnng is part 
and parcel of Tamsui, and Tukow has been 
an open port.only in name, for the trade has 
been done at Tainan for years, and in May 
last the head-quarters of the Customs was 
transferred irom Takow to Anping, the. port 
of Tainan, The confusion caused by the 
names of these various ports to those who 
‘have never made potsonal acquaintance with 
them, is.increased by the fact that up to 
1889 Tainac was known cs Taiwan. It 
ronst therefore be borng in mibd that for all 
practical purposes there are but two ports ia 
Formosa open to foreiga trade, Tamsui io 
the north, and Tainan on the couth-west of 
the island, Anping being the sbippiog port 
of the Intter, 

In bis Trade Report for 1894-Mr H. B, 
Morse points out that the great increasa. in 
the value of the trade observable in 1893 
wos fully wointoined in.1894 and there was 
even an advanos of Hk, Tla, 455,901 over 
the former year, but this was attributed is 
gome measure to the increased value of the 
war material imported, thongh there was 
alson marked increase in the value of the 
Foreign import trade, Thero has been a 
steady increase year by year in the value of 
foreign imports, which in 1885 amounted to 
Hk, ‘I's. 1,234,495, and in 1895 to Hk. Tle, 
2,260,727... The total of 1894-showe an in- 
erease of 35 per cent. over tha figures of 
1893, after deducting the valao of opium 
and war materials, sod though the silver 
cost of imports haa incrodsed, yot the pros- 
perity of the iohabitants, owing to the in~ 
oreased proflt made‘on exporis, bas not omly 
enabled them’ to pay for necessities and 
inzuries oue-third wore than in 1893, but 
Mr Morse puints.out that imports have in- 
‘arensed in quantity as also in value, princi- 
pally shown in grey and white shirtings, 
camiets, esd and kerosene oil, The direct’ 
forcign export trade i¢ entirely to Hong. 
kong, of which camphor forms by far the 
principal product; -while the tea trade is 
dons mostly through Amoy, and is the most 
valuable export of the port.’ A comparative 
table of dates collected during the last teo 
years, shows an increose from Hk... Tis. 
372,720 in 1885 to Hk. Ts, 662,197 in 
1894, and otablo of the value of the trade 
shows that it has risen irom Hk ls, 
4,697,465 in 1886 to Hk, Tle, 8,50%,292 in 
1884. OF the tote duties paid ss above, 
Ak, Tis. 663,82 were paid on goods carried 
under the British flag. 2 

At Tainan there has been av advance in 
the yalue of trade nimiiar to that at the 
northera port, as Mr Spinbey .ehows in ble 
Report, but this is greatly due to the 
enhaaced value of imports, as there was o 
falling off in the totai pf duties collected, 
which were lese. than that of 1893 by. Hi. 
Tis. 32,370. But while there hos been a 
decrease in Imports there has been a notable 
inoreaee in the Export trade, the totat value 
of-which was Hk. Tis. 1,189,650, of Hk. 
Tic, 544,009 in advanca of what it was in 
1893. ‘Tha pricipal export articles are 
camphor and suger, sod while the whole 
trade in the former goes direct to Hongkong, 
neatly one-half of the export of augar gods 
to Japan, aod when thet Power is in postes- 
aion of the island this will no donbt be 
carried in Japavess bottoms The datics 
collected in 1894 amounted to Tis.”371,705, 
which, while double the amount collected ia 
1885, is lower than was the oase in the 
years 1888-93, though comparative table 
of the total value of the Lraport and Export 
trade for the lest teu years showa a ateady 
increase from Tle, 2,478,681 in 1885 to Tis, 
4,388,547 in 1894. In the oaae of thia port 
as’ in that‘of tho: northern one, the bulk of 
the. duties collected was on goods carried 
ander the British fiag, which amounted. to 
Hk. Tis; 236,855. : :

expansion of the sugar and camphor oxporte.

12,895,779, and an thie haa been steadily 
increasing year by year, and is certain to 
expand in the future, Japan has acquired a 
very valuable addition to her revenue as the

TBE LADY BICYCLIST AS 
ROMANCER, - 

Miss Annie Londonderry, who passed 
through Kobo's while ago on her’ way 
around the world, and whose naseta anemed 
to cousiet of knewbreeches, a bioyole and an 
iridescent imagination, hea been telling the 
San Francisco E2taminer of what she ‘saw 
in the war.’ According to her narrative she 
left Nagasaki with two correspondents and 
‘with the Second Army which went to 
China and whose objective point waa Wei- 
hei-wei.’ In spite of the bad roads she 
travelled on ber bioyole and was ‘in at the 
fight at Gasan,’ where she saw, a-' horrible 
slaughter of Chinese troops,’ tvough nothing 
like what sha afterwards ‘witnessed at 
Wei-hai-wei’ After the surrender sho
